Where rural delivery has been tried its 
beneficiaries will not readily dispense with 
it, ufen at the expenditure of consider- 
able time and labor.'

Why Nurses are Unpopular. 


In moat hospitals, the main thing to b 


learned by the student is the observation 
of hospital etiquette, first, lost and a! 
time. The nurse is like a non-commis 
tiionor officer in the army, says the No 
York Post. So fur as it goes, by author 
ity is absolute, but equally absolute mus 
be nor subserviency to her superiors. Sh 
must, always stand in the presence of 
physician or the head nurse, and on n 
account must she speak without first bo 
ing npoken to, or offer a suggestion, or ex 
press an opinion. 
If she is called t 


account for a mistake made through oboe 
ienco to a direct order from a superior 
she is not allowed to explain or to offe 
any excuse. She must understand tech 
nical terms used by the physicians, bu 
must never use them herself in ahswerin 
his questions about the patients und< 
her < h irgo. 
Above all, she must quenc 


every spark of sympathy for the sufferin 
she nees about her. To her, if she wishe 
to succeed, a patient must not be regarc 
ed an an individual, but as a case. This 
is very necessary, for if to work and dis- 
cipline were added the nervous strain of 
sympathy with suffering, she would not 
last a year. 
As it is, the average term of 


service for a nurse is limited to ten years. 


Given a training like this, it is easy to 


see why the nurse trained in a hospital is 
often unpopular in private work. Loaded 
to the eyelids with etiquette and theory, a 
woman would have to possess an unusual 
amount of tact and common sense to not 
antngonize 
her patient and his entire 


family by insisting upon the observance of 
hospital rules in a private house, to say 
nothing of the domestic upheaval caused 
by the extra work matte for tho servants. 
She is steeped in rales.and all she knows is 
to apply them as forcibly as they have 
been applied to her during the years of 
her training. Of comforting little atten- 
tion s to an invalid she knowe nothing; a 
"caHe" does not require comforting .little 
attentions, and she has had no chance to 
learn them. 
If such pleasant coddling 


ways were natural to her, the hospital dis- 
cipline would grind it ont. 


She knows her business; the patient un- 


der her charge would probably receive the 
best scientific earn; to the slightest order 
of the pbyiscian she is most conscientious- 
ly obedient, but she is quite likely to turn 
the whole house into a hospital ward. 
U hen she leaves the whole family is apt 
to heave a sigh of relief, and to dwell with 
delight upon the memory of the old- 
fashion.-d nurse, a simple woman with soft 
white hands and a low voice, to whom 
nuruing comes as naturally as rocking a 
baby.

counteract the melital strain nnd keep 
it In condition to resist disease. Bear 
in mind that, while the waste of the 
body, is much more rapid, the depriva- 
tion of physical exercise encourages 
torpidity of the voluntary functions 
and renders them sluggish in eliminat- 
ing these wastes; therefore It Is of the 
utmost Importance that the tasks Im- 
posed upon them should be light. 


Brain workers require the most con- 


centyated and easily digested foods. 
They should eat fresh beef and mut- 
ton, fish, eggs—cooked In many forms, 
but never hard boiled or fried—oysters 
and crisp salads, lettuce, chicory, toma- 
toes, watercress, etc., with mayonnaise 
or French dressing. They should begin 
the day with fruit and make it form 
the principal part of luncheon and be 
very sparing In their use of cereals, 
eschewing entirely white bread nnd 
oatmeal. Their ideal lurfcbeon, which 
must be light if they continue to work 
in the afternoon, is n glass of milk or 
cup of hot chocolate or, better still, a 
glass of fresh buttermilk, with two or 
three graham wafers or a bit of toast 
nnd some fruit, an apple, figs or an or 
ange.

Movable Drop* In Diamond!. 


It has long been known that dia- 


monds, especially the class known as 
"rose diamonds," .are likely to explode 
if subjected only to what would seem a 
very ordinary degree of heat, such as 
strong rays from the sun, etc. It Is 
now believed that the explosions are 
the result of the rapid expansion of 
certain volatile liquids Inclosed in cavi- 
ties near the center of these precious 
stones. A great many diamonds, even 
though cut, mounted and worn as gems 
of perfection, are still in an unfinished 
condition—that is, the liquid drop from 
which the stone Is being formed has 
not as yet deposited all of Its "pure 
crystals of carbon." 
These movable 


drops may occasionally be seen with 
the naked eye. 


When this Is the case, a strong mi- 


croscope will give the drop the appear- 
ance of a bubble in the fluid of a car- 
penter's level. It is also highly prob- 
able that besides the liquid mentioned 
these cavities, may contain gases under 
great tension. 
This being the case, 


one may readily comprehend how a 
very small amount of heat would 
cause the liquid and gas to expand to 
such a degree that the diamond would 
give way with all the characteristics 
of a mlnlaturo explosion.

A Few Bentedte*, Cheap and Simple, 


and Involving No Danger. 


When the feet are pressed Into tight 


fitting shoes— high heels make the 
pressure greater— by adding friction 
we have a needlelike point formed In 
the skin, and the greater the pressure 
the deeper the point will grow. The 
best preventive remedy known is real- 
ly to go barefooted, but since this Is 
not considered ethical In civilized life I 
will give a few simple remedies which 
may be of some value for tbe afflicted: 


First.— Place on the corn a piece of 


cold, moist linen folded several times, 
wrap it up in dry linen, then go to bed. 
With this treatment the hard epider- 
mis swells up, and after six or eight 
hours the outer covering of tbe corn 
can be removed with a dull knife. 
When this treatment has been followed 
for three or four days, a small needle- 
like growth (the corn) can be extracted 
without pain or bleeding. By washing 
the feet often In cold water the tender 
place will heal rapidly. After getting 
rid of this corn It Is weU to wear shoes 
which are neither too large nor too 
small so as to avoid excessive pressure 
or friction. 


Second.— In place of the linen a crust 


of bread soaked In vinegar may be ap- 
plied. 


Third.— The best application Is to 


soak a whole onion twenty-fou.' hours 
In vinegar, then apply one of the layers 
of tbe onion to the corn and keep- it in 
place by a bandage through the night. 
After repeating this procedure a few 
times the corn can be removed without 
any trouble. By either of these simple 
applications this troublesome agent 
can be removed without any danger of 
blood poison and "free of charge."— St. 
Louis Bepnblic.
